LOUISVILLE JOURNAL 

Gen. McClellan. — The Boston Post, in an 
article on the advance of the Federal troops be- 
yond the Potomac, pays a glorious tribute to our 
young commander, and uses the language of Na- 
pier in relation to Wellington to sketch his char- 
acter. Wellington was accused of moving on 
the Fabian systom, as McClellan has been, but 
Napier combats tb*is idea, and among other thing* 
shows how indefatigable be was in the detail of 
preparing hfa army. “Iron hardihood of body,” 
Napier says, “a quick and sure vision, a grasping 
mind, uniting the power of thought and the habit 
of laborious minute investigation and arrange- 
ment; all these qualities he possessed, and with 
them that most rare faculty of coming to prompt 
and sure conclusions on sudden emergencies. 
This is the mark of a master spirit in war; with- 
out it a commander may be distinguished, he may 
be a great man, but he cannot be a great captain. 
Where troops nearly alike in knowledge are op- 
posed, the battle gonerally turns upon the decis- 
ion of tbe moment.” It is but bare justice to say, 
that, since McClellan took command, he has 
hardly lost an hour in the first duties, the mighty 
labor of preparation. For this does he already 
deserve tbe highest praise, for thus endeavoring 
to comply with the conditions of success. Time 
must prove whether, in those awful emergencies 
whon the decision turns upon the grasp of a mas- 
ter mind, the man of the hour is at the helm. 

Not unlikely by to day Gen. McClellan's head- 
quarters are west of the Potomac, the untram- 
melled commander of this great army. He has 
been such from his appearance at its head, though 
it has just beea semi -authoritatively set forth 
that this was fully settled at a recent special and 
long Cabinet meeting and to tbe frank under- 
standing of all parties. On him, therefore, rests 
the vast responsibility of the movements of this 
army. Though none can show more deference in 
listening to opinions, yet he makes his own con- 
clusions and selects the agents to carry them out. 
Indeed, he has so imprinted himself on this body 
of citixen soldiery that his spirit runs through it 
and gives it unity; and to him is to be ascribed, 
as Providenca may order, the success, or to bim 
must be charged the failure. He has judged that 
tbe trial hour has come, and he moves forward to 
deal the b'owson the front of rebellioc; and after 
saying to the country that this army bad seen its 
last defeat and made it* last retreat. His 
first step, Munson Hill, has been followed by 
others upon Falls Church and Lewinsville, and 
the next steps probably will be to Fairfax Court 
House and Centreville, but not unlikely other 
vital points of attack will only first be declared 
direct to the enemy. Now ho is squarely in the 
vestibule of events which bis countryinon and 
the civilized world will scan with the deepest 
interest. And every liberal heart, os this noble 
worker steps on the perilous edge, must yearn for 
his triumph; as this will insure the speedy tri- 
umph of the cause — a support of the majesty of 
American Law — that is so largely in his bands. 
But this cau3e is not in one man's hand 1 ; ii not a 
one man’s cause: but it is the personal concern of 
millions of freemen wbo mean that a conspiracy 
against the Government shall be defeated, and 
that tbe supreme law of tbe land shall stand, 
anything in the local laws or acts of the States 
to the contrary notwithstanding. It is not a war 
of the North on the South, but of patriots on 
those who, anywhere, resist the Constitution and 
the Laws made pursuant to it. Thus the cause 
is cot one merely of tbe Loyal States, 
but of tbe loyal men of all the States. It is not 
for the present time but for all time; not merely 
tbe people of this land but for tbe people of other 
lanus. It is the cause of Republicanism. And 
though it may be possible that, even after McCLl- 
lan's Herculean labor of discipline, there may be a 
reverse; yet, ultimately, there can be no such re- 
sult as failure. The hearts of twenty-throe mil- 
lions are as firmly set on tbe work of vindicating 
tho Federal Constitution, as were the hearts of 
the Fathers set ou maintaining the right to ordain 
it. For this, blood must now flow like a river 
and hearts must bleed. But let the stricken in 
spirit remember that, with the priceless heritage 
of the Revolution maintained, tho nation of a 
Washington is the greatest in the world; but lit 
it be tomoly yielded and it w.ll be the laughing 
stock of the foreign tiaducer and at the mercy of 
every puny iosulter. The blood is for a sinking 
land ! But the memory of tbe noblo wbo fall 
will be as dow from Heaven to a saved country. 
Gvd defend the right, aud temper the homes of 
the land to bear the allotments of a mysterious 
Providence. 

Th* Great Naval Expedition. — The New 
York Commercial has obtained permission to pub- 
lish some facts in reference to an extensive naval 
expedition which has left that city. Tbe larger 
portion of the fleet have been fitted out at New 
York, but several vessels have been prepared at 
Boeton and Philadelphia, all intended for the 
same object. Tbe fleet has been furnished with 
ever> f necessary, yet ail has been conducted with- 
out bustle or confusion. Merchants have offered 
thoir vessels, and they have been accepted by the 
United States Quartermaster with promptness. 
The transports have been rapidly loaded at our 
wharves, and then hauled into the stream or off 
Battery, waiting the signal to start. Large 
steamships that have won themselves renown 
as ocean palaces have been stripped of their 
gilding, loaded heavily with cannon and death- 
dealing missiles, and taken into the ranks of 
transports and war vessels. The expedition, 
as it was composed in our harbor a few days 
since, presented a somewhat novel appearance. 
Tbe Baltic, loac’ci nearly to her guards; the At- 
lantic, Var.derbilt, and other ocean steamer*, all 
bearing valuable freight, lay in the stream with 
saucy gunboats, sidewboel and propeller?, and 
even the diminutive tug, with a new coat of black 
paint, laid proudly with tho war fleet. By tho 
middle of last week this expedition was so far 
advanced that people began to speculate upon its 
probable destination. Tbe very curicu3 did not 
hesitate to take an early walk upon the Battery 
and to devote an hoar to the critical examination 
of tho fleet, to see if any of them had left during 
the night. The wonder lovers were gratified on 
Saturday by the departure of the Coatzacoalcos, 
Cahawba, Roanoke, Empire City, Parkersburg, 
Unadilla, and Atlanta. The 3d Rhode Island 
regiment was transferred from Fort Hamilton to 
the Cahawba and Col. Serrill’s engineers were 
taken on another vessel. 

Yesterday the Battery was thronged nearly all 
day by a croud of people anxious to see tbe de- 
parture of more of the vessels. During the day 
the Star of the South, D ean Queen, Daniel 
Webster, Ariel, Arago, Vanderbilt, Oriental, and 
Rhode Island left their several anchorages and 
sped their way cut of port. The Wabash and 
several gunboats and transports remain in the 
harbor, but in all probability will sail during the 
day. Three ferryboats were purchased on Satur- 
daj*, the Ethan Allen, Commodoro Perry, and 
Stepping Stone. These wero despatched Tues- 
day or Wednesday.

Wednesday, and probably by Saturday will have 
received the troops who are to take part iu the 
expedition. 

We commit no impropriety when we declare 
that the first destination of the vessels composing 
the expedition is at Hampton Roads and Annapc- 
lio. Ihe naval vessels will rendezvous at the 
fo. mer place while the transports are engaged in 
taking on board troope from Annapolis. It is 
stated, with some semblance of truth, that there 
were fifteen thousand men sent to Annapolis on 
Thursday. Wc also learn that the Continental 
Guard, Col. Perry, Washington Greys, Col. 
Moore, and three other regiments have orders to 
join the division at Annapolis. It is therefore 
probable that an aggregate force of twenty- five 
thousand men will be sent off. These will be 
fully equipped, armed in the best manner, and 
supplied with an abundance of provisions. 

The ultimate destination of tbe expedition is 
known but to the Government and General Scott; 
and, even when the fleet sails, the General in 
command of the troops will probably receive seal- 
ed despatches, which he will be instructed to open 
when in a certain latitude. 

The utmost care has been taken to insure the 
success of this expedition, and we aro safe in as- 
serting that when the blow is struck tbe effect 
upon tho South will be terrible. 

Present or Prussian Muskets.— The steam- 
ship Boston, which sailed from New York on 
Tuesday for Philadelphia, had on freight two hun- 
dred and sixty- one cases, containing G.525 Prus- 
sian muskets, which wero presented by the Pius- 
sian Government to tho ci’y of Philadelphia. 
They arrived in the steamship Bavaria. 



Affairs in Missouri. — A despatch dated 
“Headquarters at Warsaw, October 16,” ap- 
pears in the St. Louis Republican, which says: 
“We are here with parts of Nigel’s and Ashboth’s 
divisions. Nigel’s advance is already across tho 
Osage. Ilis cavalry to-day had a rkirmish with 
one of the enemy's mounted parties and took 3 
prisoners. He is in possession of the bridged over 
the Pomme de Terre river with infantry and ar- 
tillery. The main body of the enemy is reported 
to be 45 miles distant.” 

The St. Louis Domocrat stales that informa- 
tion reached tbero on Thursday night to the of- 
fect that on that day a large body of rebels, num- 
bering about 6,000 men, in command of Jeff. 
Thompson, advanced upon a Federal detachment 
of 800 troops under Col. Mills, at a distance of 
about twenty-three miles from Ironton, and gave 
them battle. A desperate conflict endued, result- 
ing in the loes of many killed and wounded on both 
sides. The Federals, overpowered by numbers, 
had at litost accounts fallen hack a di3tar.es of 
eight miles, leaving a quantity of baggage in the 
bands cf the enemy, and wero retreating towards 
Pilot Knob. At Pilot Knob considerable alarm 
existed, and CoJ. Carlin was making every prepa- 
ration for tbe impending struggle at that point. 

The Wisconsin Regiment, which left St. Louis 
on Wednesday, arrived safely a k Ironton the next 
day. A battery of the First Missouri Light Ar- 
tillery, under command of Major Schofield, 
stirted from St. Louis on Thursday, and probably 
reached Pilot Knob on Friday morning. Tbe 
rebels had not destroyed any more of the bridge?. 
Tbe Big River Bridge is being rapidly rebuilt. 

The Demccrat adds: 

This nows came to us in a manner which leaves 
no doubt of its goners! correctness. We have 
had no information of so large a body of Federal 
troops being thrown out as is stated in this re- 
port towards the supposed locality of Jeff. Thomp- 
son and bis band, and we thick in that respect 
there may be some exaggeration 
The arrival of tho 8ih Wi consin will make tbe 
force at the Knob a little over thren thousand. 
They hare the advantage of some heavy guns 
and strong position; but, on tbe other haiid, the 
troops, it will b9 remembered, are fresh and not 
well disciplined. If Major Schofield and his bat- 
tery are permitted to pass through without de- 
tention, we shall rely greatly upon the Assistance 
which he will be able to render the officer in com- 
mand, Col. Carlin. 

Large Armies. — It is cot generally known, 
says the New York Staats Zeitung , that there is 
now concentrated on the shores of the Potomac a 
larger body of troops than has ever been congre- 
gated in modern limes, except in the battle of 
Leipsic. Neither Gu9tavus Adolphus, nor Fred- 
erick the Great, nor Washington, Wellington, 
nor Scott, had ever under his immediate command 
any thing like the number which is now under 
the command of General McClellan. Frederick 
the Great never led into the field more than 80,000 
men at n time, but all bis great battles were 
fought and won with bodies of troops ranging be- 
tween 30,000 and 60,000. Napoleon, at Austcr- 
litz, vanquished with 80,000 men the united Rus- 
sian and Austrian armies, counting about 100,000. 
At Jena and Auerstadt there were 130,000 men 
under the command of the Emperor of the 
French. The bloody battle of Wagram was 
fought with 150,000 men against the Austrians, 
and in the equally celebrated battle at Borodino 
about 120,000 Frscbmen wero opposed to tbe 
Russians. The decisive battle at Waterloo was 
fought with only 80,000 Frenchmen against 
Blucher and Wellington. But the battle of 
Leipsic set in motion a gigantic army of about 
500,000 men, Napoleon having uuder his com- 
mand about 200,000, and the united forces of 
Russia, Austria, and Prussia about 190,000. It 
will appear from this comparison that the armies 
which are confronting each other on the Potomac 
were exceeded in number only by those va6t 
armies which, on the plains of Leipsic, doJded 
the fate of Europe. 

The Right Spirit. — Ihe Maysville Eagle 
statos that on Thursday list a company from 
Fleming county, Capt. Jes. P. Harbesoo, passed 
through that city on th'ir way to Camp Kenton. 
Tho company numbered seventy men, and were 
a healthy, fine looking, intelligent body, selected 
from the best citizens of tbe county. Among the 
private! was Mr. Hendricks, tbe Presbyterian 
minister of Flemingsburg, and a man of the most 
exalted character and patriotism as well as of in- 
telligence of superior order. After long reflec- 
tion, Mr. Hendricks concluded that it was bis 
duty to onlut iti behalf of bis country, and we 
learu that bis prompt aclion brought forth the 
most enthusiastic commendation. A number of 
young mou immediately stepped fir ward and rig. 
nifiod thoir intention of going with him. Mr. 
Hendricks declined any office in tho company, es- 
teeming it a high privilege to be permitted to 
fight under tbe banner of bis country as a private 
soldier. We commend this bright and shining 
example for the imitation of all. 

State Bonds and Coupons Redeemed. — 
We understand from the Commonwealth that the 
Board of Commissioners of the Sinking Fund 
have recently cancelled and burned State bonds 
and coupons, amounting to one million two hund- 
red and seventy-seven thousand and fifty dollars. 
This amount was composed of $600, 000 of bonds 
purchased of the Southern Bank of Kentucky; 
$151,010 purchased of other p i rties, and $526,040 
of coupons redeemed. Our Frankfort contempo- 
rary truly says: “There is no State in the Union 
whose financial condition is bettor than that of 
Kentucky, and tbe credit of 'Kentucky stands to- 
day — deservedly — as high as that of any State.” 

CiT From tbe Missouri Dsmocrat we learn that 
on Wednesday the celebrated Italian counter- 
feiting cases cf the United States vs. Carmelio 
Pecanio and others, were concluded in the United 
States District Co art in that city, by a verdict 
by the Jury of “not guilty.” The verdict was 
received with surprise by every one who heard 
the testimony, and it so astonished tho Court, 
that His Honor, Judge Wells, at the suggestion 
of the District Attorney, Mr. Jones, discharged 
the whole panel of jurors for tho remainder of the 
term. 

iJlpThe 33d Ohio regiment reached May6ville a 
day or two since, when the ladios provided them 
a plentiful meal before they woae marched into 
camp. Tbis regiment is commanded by Colonel 
Sill, a West Point graduate; Lieutenant Colonel 
Moore, an ex- member of Congress, and Major J. 
B. Robertson. The Eagle says they wero as fine 
lookiog a set of men as they ever saw, well 
drilled, and eager for tbe fight. They compose a 
p«H\ of General Nelson’s brigade, and will soon 
advance against Williams. 

Teaching a Military Officer to Respect 
the Rights of Citizens. — B. Weissner, late 
Quartermaster of the Fifth Missouri Volunteers, 
was arrested in St. Louis on Thursday and sent to 
prison by the military authorities fur refusing to 
certify to an account for private property used by 
order of the Government officers. Col. McNeil 
has shown a determination to permit no violation 
of the righto of citizens by the military. 



iff The Irish American states positively that 
Gan. Shield* has nut declined tlie commission of 
a Brigadiar-Genoral recently tendered him by 
President Lincoln; but that as soon as the intelli- 
gence of his appointment reaches bim in Mexico, 
where be bas gone on privato business, be will 
hasten to tbe seat of war, to devote himself with 
all his might to the duties of bis new command. 

Arrest of a Rerel Captain. — A scouting 
party from the 31st ludiana Regiment, stationed 
at Henderson, arrested, last Wednesday, a man 
who was recogmzed as a Captain in the rebel ar- 
ray. At the time of his arrest, tbe bowie knife 
be carriod w’as covered with blood, as was also 
hi3 clothing. lie refused to account for these 
evidences of his guilt, and was taken into camp 
and placed under arrest. 

A Mistake.— The St. Louis Democrat says a 
Lieutenant of the rebel army was on Friday 
brought into that city from the neighborhood of 
Rolla a prisoner. The account given of his ar- 
rest is that he had been making a journey on 
horseback and rede into the Federal camp by mis- 
take, supposing it to be an encampment of some 
of Price's soldiers.

Tin. National Loan.— M r. Joseph Mayo, 
no Commissioner of the United States Treasury 
Department, will to-day open books for sub- 
scriptions for Treasury notes. For fifteen 
duys our loyal citizens can call at the ofliec of 
Henning & Speed and contribute to the patii- 
otie fund for the defence of the Union, and at 
the SiDic time invest any surplus capital they 
may have. There are very few persons who 
cannot ntford to loan fifty dollars to the Gov- 
ernment uud receive therefor a Treasury note, 
bearing interest at one cent a day. The fund 
thus obtained is to Le devoted to the suppres- 
sion uf rebellion and the protection of our 
homes from ruthless invaders. All through- 
out the loyal States the citizens are coining 
forward nobly in aid of the Government, as 
nobly indeed as they are hastening to the de- 
fence of Kentucky in her hour of need. Let 
us thus evince our gratitude by liberal sub- 
scriptions, and, if wc cannot place our full 
complement of men in the Held, let us show’ 
that wc are prepared to advuoce our full share 
of the money requisite to subsist our armies 
and crush forever this “remorseless, trcacher* 
ous, landless" rebellion. 

General Okdlr oi the Military Board. 
We publish in another column this morning 
a General Order from the Adjutant General of 
Kentucky, aunounciog that all companies 
forming in the State which oo the I0:h day of 
November next shall not be filled will bo con- 
solidated into full companies, with a view* to 
the speedy filling of regiments. 

This is a judicious and most important or- 
der. It is an indispensable order. The step 
it contemplates is absolutely necessary to any 
considerable progress in the organization of 
regiment .? hero. The course of organizing 
by the heads of regiments is adapted only to 
cripple the work of organization, and is actu- 
,ally producing tliis < fleet. The sooner it is 
modified or superseded the better. “The pub- 
lic service,” in the apt language of the order 
under notice, “demands that the gallant men 
who have tendered their services to their State 
and Government, and are now in camp, shall 
be put into activo service in the field at the 
earlk.t day possible.” This imperative de- 
mand, however, cannot be complied with ob- 
viously as long as half a huudred regiments in 
various degrees of thinness are fjediug at hap- 
hazard on the same fields and tediously filling 
at each other’s expense. The raising of an 
array by this process must prove an endless at- 
tempt. It is as if a score of eager mouths 
should undertake to drink at once from the 
6atnc jet. 

W e now* have probably ten thousand men 
or thereabouts locked up in the skeletons of 
regiments encainjieil in different quarters of 
the State. Tfu.se men are ireeded in the field 
and arc chafing to„ enter it, but, under the 
present mode of organization, they might al- 
most os well be in Oregon st s in Kentucky, 
iar as active service is concerned. Their 
chtflhig is aft in vain. So is the requirement of 
the publie service. The gallant fellows arc 
consigned to iuaot i\ if y at the very moment 
when the comm -a good most r. quires their ac- 
tivity. They constitute so much valuable war- 
like capital buiitd iu camp. Under the order 
of the Military Board, however, this buried 
capital will become Relive, the men thus inop- 
portunely chained to inactivity will be released 
for duty in the if- hi, and the urgent demands 
of the public service will be promptly and ful- 
ly satiefhd. The execution of the order will 
ns early as the 1 5th of November biiug into 
the field at least from ten thousand to fifteen 
thousand Kentuckians in addition to those al- 
ready uuder marching orders. 

Wo cannot doubt that a measure so reason 
able in itself and ho salutary in its main ef- 
fects will receive the generous and hearty sup- 
port of all concerned. Doubtless in some 
cases the operation of the measure will be at- 
tended -by inconvenience to individuals, but 
surely no individual worthy of a place in the 
army of the K:public will ever dream of weigh- 
ing his mere personal inconvenience against 
the welfare of his country and his State. We 
strongly commend the measure to the atten- 
tion acid the favor of all. It is not only right 
but necessary. The public interests pcrcrapto- 
rily require it. 

We find in the National Intelligencer 
an extract from the l’lamcra’ Advocate, pub- 
lished at Marlboro’, Md., which is a recog- 
nized organ of the “State Rights Men,” who 
under the name of the “Peace Tarty” arc now 
competing with “ihe fiiends of the Union” 
for the cantrol of that State. It was original- 
ly announced there, as here, that the so-called 
“Peace Party” was org-inizM for the single 
object ol promoting an immediate cessation of 
hostilities between the seceding States and 
the General Government. According to iho 
language held by its ablest organ, the late 
Baltimore Exchange, “the one word Peace 
repre:, cuts its honored cause iu the leDgth and 
the breadth of its purposes. Peace to a dis- 
tracted land, which partisan sectionalism has 
summoned to battel and slaughter! Peace 
for the sake of those republican institutions 
which our patriotic forefathers left to us, 
and which are sinking fast, beneath plummets’ 
sounding.,, in the red abyss of civil war! 
Peace, for the sake of palsied labor and idlo 
trade! Peace for our good old State , distracted 
and prostrate — doomed else to be the prize, as 
she i* daily, more nud more, the victim of 
war!” It no* seems that the suspension of 
hostilities has ceased to bo an object of aspira- 
tion to these “friends cf peace,” whoso de- 
pendence, according to the Advocate, rcst6 no 
longer on “electioneering" or on “appeals to 
a peaceful suffrage, but solely ou the forluuea 
of war.” This, as our Washington contempo- 
rary says, is a frauk confession, but docs not 
, come with the best possible grace from the 
organ of a “peace party.” It has long been 
evident that it was the secret wish of some 
amotog the professed supporters of this organ- 
ization to compass tho “military deliverance” 
of Maryland “with the aid of their Confed- 
erate friends.” Tho object is openly avowed 
by the Advocate in the following terms: 

The dependence cf States Rights men in Mary- 
land does not now depend upon electioneering or 
on appeals to a peaceful suffrage, but solely upon 
the fortunes of war. A oisromiiinre of Lincoln 
before November cf a dee ded character will 
swamp hi, -came in Maryland and defc.it Mr. 
Bradford; and % not only defeat him, but bring 
upon the head of him and his followers tbo >bam<> 
and indignation of an outraged peoplo. If, on 
the other hand, a military doliveiance be not ac- 
complished by that time, the Lincoln rule will 
probably be put in force here more thoroughly 
than ever before. Our only hope will then be in 
that future — not far off, we trust — when, with tho 
aid of our Confedoruie friends, Maryland will 
again be set free, and when the tiret act of their 
people will be to annul an election carried under 
the dictation of despotism. 

Wc have had, and we continue to have, the 



same aspirations in Kentucky. lYace, here, 
means resistance to the Union and alliance 
with the Confederate forces; it looks for aid 
from the rebels iu arms again t our Govern- 
ment to carry us out of the Union and to 
place us also in the attitude of rebellion. In 
Miryland these most candid lovers of peace 
threaten to annul the approaching election 
“with the aid of Confederate friends,” and 
hero in Kentucky, Buckner has had the su- 
preme impudence to tell us that our Legisla- 
ture misrepresents the will of the people who 
elected its member i, and says he has conic into 
Kentucky to aid Gov. Magoffin in driring out 
the usurpers. We thus see exactly what seces- 
sionists mean by their cry of peace; it is iu- 
s inct with disgrace, disloyalty, and treachery. 

Tub Mexican Question — We have been 
so much absorbed of late in our domestic 
troubles, that wc have almost overlooked the 
grave complications which seem to be prepar- 
ing for us from the policy of England, France, 
aud Spain, respecting the republic of Mexico. 
This policy is very succinctly stated by the 
Journal of Commerce to be “one of active 
intervention, for the purpose of securing to 
subjcctH of the several powers tho rights claim- 
ed to be due from tho Government and people 
of Mexico. To this end force is to be used 
upon the Mexicali coast, and possession taken 
of such harbors and ports of entry as may be 
necessary to give the powers in question control 
the revenues to be derived from foreign 
commerce, in order that the debts due to the 
citizens of the allied powers, fr« m the Mexi- 
can Government, may be liquidated, and their 
just demands satisfied. It is undoubtedly the 
intention, also, to so far look after the inte- 
rior administration of the country, as to give 
greater protection to the subjects of the three 
countries resident in Mexico, and to ren- 
der their lives and their property more 
secure than they have hitherto been, 
especially since the commencement' of the 
civil discord which has reigned there for 
some time past.” Our New York contt inj>o- 
rary holds the following language in reference 
to this contemplated action, and we cannot in 
general terms dissent from its justice. The 
Journal says: 

It does not, perhap?, bccomo us to ccnipLin of 
th* c e proceedings, or to deny that caueej exist 
suflic ion t to justify rone acion of t ho r»< rt con- 
templated on th$ part of tbo European powers. 
Nor is it for ua to judge, except as parties Lav 
ing a c minim or superior intero.t in the tu ne 
questions, of the tim • and occasion for pit ting 
lorth tho strong arm of power to secure what is 
denied or neglo-l id on the part of tho Mexican 
Govefuinonl. According to tho law aud u J .ago of 
nations, tho rijjbt to exerc’se pi wer for such pur- 
poses ur questionably exists, and we aro by no 
means inclin d to deny the propriety cf i t:j em- 
pl >ynient against Mexic » if justice c m in no oth- 
er mods bo obtained for the aubjee s of tho gov 
ormnents which have assuno.il a hostile attitude 
towards that country. But with regard to 
the raanu-r of its employment, and the ex- 
tout to which it shall be carried, as neigh- 
bors and as parlies having a greater interest in 
the present and future of Mexico, and ol' goed 
government on this continent, we hove a right to 
bo consulted, if not absolutely to dictate, whon 
and in what manner it shall bo proper to inter- 
fere with hor uffdiis, for the objects declare 1. If 
tho plan and purp > e of European powers shall bo 
limited to the collection, per force, of debts duo 
from Mexico to th-ir mbj-cts, and th* protection 
of life and property of fori igr.ors in Mexico, the 
question is one in which the Government of tho 
United States can have no great interest. If, 
however, it contemplates, under cover of Uiomj 
declared obj cH, the eslablidmient of a foothil 1, 
more or permanent, oa our southwestern 
border, and the I'bcuriug of rights which shall 1 \v 
the foundation for future d.minion, the ca e ia 
far different, and assumes the first, iiiftortance io 
cur international relations. At all events, it ap- 
pears to us that the Mthjsct is inveited with suf- 
ficient importance to demand the ic ive attention 
of our Government, and to justify an inquiry re- 
specting its dedgu and tho proceedings which it 
is likely to involve. 

In order- to understand fully the position 
which the European Governments have deter- 
mined to take, and to show the “wrongs” 
which they seem disposed to redress, we a i k 
attention to some extracts from an article 
in the London ^Titnc-s, which recapitulates 
these wrougs. After stating that the projected 
intervention in Mixico will clearly not want 
the support of that cIass which is most inter- 
ested in obtaining full protection for English- 
men abroad, and announcing that a deputa- 
tion of the mercantile body has presented to 
Mr. Lavard, as Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Adairs, an address, iu which the vigorous ac- 
tion of the British Government is demanded 
on behalf of numbers of its countrjm .n who 
have suff red grievous wrongs or are exposed 
to imminent danger, the Times proceeds: 

From all the groat centres of commorce the 
voice of con pLiot- arises w ith a strength and con- 
stancy which forcos itsi-lf on the attention cf ru- 
ler*. It may well be imagined that the Cabinot 
of Lord Palmerston and Ecrl Iiu ell would not at 
this juocl nre engage Piudf in a transatlantic oxpa 
didon wi:hout go.nl reason. The policy which tho 
latter of th«?so two • tatesmen ha.» prominently ad- 
vocated, and to which the fomidr has hoc ‘me a 
convert after retaining many an attack from its 
partisans, is that of self denial and nor.-intervon- 
tion. Fur sorao years England, who in d.*ys of 
yore could not allow two tribes of savages to 
quarrel without constituting herself an armed 
umpire of the dispute, has boon wisely content to 
allow the nations of tin world to make their rev- 
olutions or found their dynasties, to renew them- 
8 ft lvoaor to dec iy, wit hout interference on her part. 
Sho has f.iind that the best way to comp* <> the 
disputes rf her neighbors is to disregard them, 
and that difficulties which w* add have become 
important by the nolico of a lirat-rato Puw*r, of- 
ten pass away when ih*yaro not irritated by 
official interference. In the domain of great 
questions, Italy ha3 consolidated itself and 
tfio United States have burst asunder, 
without tho firing of an English gun, and, as 
regards more mimtte and remote causes 
of quarrel, we have probably escaped two or 
throe littlo war*, merely through a determina- 
tion not to be provoked into them. The benefits 
of the row policy have been .«o maiksd that the 
la9t prospect a Ministry would be 1 koly 1o li ck 
with cheerfulness to would bo a foreign expedi- 
tion. In the lirst place, economy is the counsel 
of a section of t ho Cabinet and tho cry of a large 
part of the nation. A budget, which must owe 
its success to calm political weather and ?o favor- 
able breezos for Iho ship of State was tbo great 
work of last ses-ion, and even a few hundred 
th-meand pounds spent on gunboats and transports 
wilt totally ditar lingo the delicate balance of 
GladslODiau finance Then thoro is a ch race cf a 
repetition of the China contioversy. Mi ral in- 
dignation it a weapon always ready in tho armory 
of oppositions, ana, though most of tho censers 
of 1857 aro cow in power, if is quit© possible that 
an interference to prevent Englishmen being shot 
or robbed ia a Spinish- American Republic might 
be made tho Butject of a dangerous motion next 
se.i ion. Tho-jo are some of the reasons why a 
government liko ours, headed by men who aro 
full of ytars and fame and who cannot caro to 
engage in now and troublesome enterprises, 
might naturally havo abstained from au inter- 
vention in tho Slexicin Republic. 

But thero i* a punt a* which patience becomos 
bareness, and this point has b-.-en reached at the 
present limo as regards our relation* with Mexico. 
There are injuries to which no Government can 
expect its subjects to submit tamely. When a 
Christian State, roc k-nu d as oao of tho family of 
nations, decays and degenerates, when the evils 
both of tyranny and anarchy are combined, wh«n 
in one city forced loans are levied by a dictator, 
and houses plundered by brigand* and iusr.rgoutr, 
when generals, in arms against the Government, 
seize jieaceful foreigners, and extort a ransom by 
a threat of shooting them, tho country in which 
thepe events take place passes out of tho pale of 
civilization. P cannot expect that Vt sovereign- 
ty o/iouln be respected, that Vs territory shmtd be 
held inviAate y that other natiems should bow to the 
decision sof i f s tribunals, or acquiesce in its atro- 
cious taxation. Mexico is tn this state. Jt is idlo 
now to say that the Engli h and Krtnch and 
American settlers are there as unbidden guests, 
and that they must abid* bv the hws and bear 
wi h the calamities of the Republic. The Re- 
public, in fact, dots not exist. All that does 
exist is a feeble and vicious race, overridden 
by contending factions, which, in their fierce 
hatred*, stow tbe only enorgv which is to 1m 
met with in the country. Wo were enabled 
yesterday to publish, most opportunely, a re- 
markable letter from « ur correspondent, which 
will convince ino:;t peoplo that intervention can 
no bngi-r be de ayrd The horrors related are 
beyond a doubt; to some of them we havo before 
this called tho ospotial attention of our readers. 
Tho immense sums due to British subjects for tho 
spoliations and ill treatment of nearly thirty years 
would alone justify ar.d require soino action on 
the part of our Government. But it is rot only 
pecuniary Io\s which has to ho made good; This 
country i iust have reparation for tho slaughter 
of its citizens, and some assurance that more of 
them shall not ueridi. Unless this bo d >no, it m 
hopclesc to ex, wet that any English residents will 
remain in Mexico. The beautiful region teeming 
with wealth, tho land of premiso to the adventur- 
ous and unscrupulous Angle - £>uxoh of the Soath- 
ern 8tat©*, must be closed to English enterprise 
for many a >«.»r. It must be as much severed 
from thiovurld as the Paraguay of the last gen- 
eration. While these savage and bigoted half- 
castes are cutting throats, hanging, shooting, 
even burning oach other, tho littlo colonies of for- 
eigners who carry on ttio mercantile business of 
t lie country limy be gradually destroyed. Tho 
only hope for tho world would be that a stronger 
and, with all i s faults, a more es'imable race 
would come in and conquer the land and posses* 
it. 

Within tho last two years the outrages com- 
mitted on British subjects have surpassed all be- 
lief. Unhappily, we are obliged to say that the 
Liberals have been almost a:i guilty as their op- 
ponents. Indeed, the chief dilferenco between 
the two parties has been that tho Liberals de-ired 



to convert to State purpi^t-s soino of the great 
wealth of the Church — a design i«i which thqv 
have buc ooded in J-piie uf iho furious opposition 
of tho priests and their supporters. But it would 
bo a mistake to suppose that Juartz anl bis 
frieods are conspicuous tor moderation pr jus* ice 
any more than for administrative capacity. Every 
Mexican is violent by race and habit, and his ig- 
norance docs nut allow him to ju>l^e whether his 
actions aro politic or otherwise. Th. ugh some of 
tho worst cases mu?t he set down to tho party of 
w ich Marquez i.s now the most active loader, 
still the present Government has much to answer 
f r. It was a body of the Liberals which maimed 
Mr. Burnand in the -pring of last year, and in 
making illegil demand for money there is littlo 
difference b tween Jnarcz and his predecesaot. 
But the balacco of wickedness inclines to the Re- 
actionary party — tho wre'ched Zuioaga being 
c >nspicuoiu 6*r hi ; excffrs**.* until Marqttfz 
eclipsed I i n. Tho 1 itter simply seizes a person 
known to havo m >nev and forces him to surren- 
der it by threat ening to shoot him forthwith. 

The course which the policy of the allied Pow- 
ers will take does not yt l appear clear. Juarez 
has conquered his enemies, but his Government 
cmnot command obedience much beyond tho 
gates of Mexico. The finance? of tho 8lato are 
in a doplorablo condition, and it will be seen by 
our correspondence that, forced contributions are 
going oo even n* w, in imitation of the expedients 
to which Miramon and hi* party were accustom- 
ol to resort. Yet this is, in the opinion of almost 
every Englishman and American, the best Gov- 
ernment which Mexico Is bkelv to have. Tbe 
fac* is that the country scarcely furnishes the ma- 
terials for a stable Government. Tho people are 
ph vocally inferior, ard h« coming more so every 
year bv inform irriage with lower races. Out of 
some seven millions only one million can be s-iid 
to be really white men. Even Juarez is an In- 
dim. Tbo old policy of Npiin, by which every 
offico was given to torn Spaniards, was better 
than the ruinous (quality of races which now 
prevails. 

It will thus ha scon that England has deter- 
mined to act with decision, although “the 
courc-c which tho policy of the allied powers 
will take does not yet appear clear.” It is 
certainly time for tbe Government of the 
United Suites to prepare for such action as 
will uphold hi r policy, for we agree fully with 
our New York contemporary, above cited, that 
“if au opportunity is ever to be afforded fur 
the United States to make their power felt and 
respected among the leading powers of the 
world, that opportunity would seem to exist in 
connection with the attitude of the leading 
Governments of Europe towards Mexico. That 
country lies at our very door, and occupies a po- 
sition, geographically and commercially, which 
renders its relations to the United Slates 
and i he world at large of the lirst importance 
to us as a nation. Not only is this true as 
respects trade and commerce, but more es- 
pecially is it so in its influence upon the polit- 
ical power of the United States and the influ- 
ence of the Government of this country in the 
control of tho destinies of the uew world. II 
it was worth while nearly half a century ago 
for the Government to announce a policy re- 
specting iho affairs of this continent, and to 
avow in the most public manner the doctrines 
aud principles which would govern its action, 
how much more important must it be now, 
when wo have grown to be a great and power- 
ful nation, that wc be prepared to enforce such 
policy upon a question which, more than any 
other touching our foreign relations, appeals 
to the beusibilitics, the honor, and the interests 
of the American people.” 



Tub Sanitary Commission. — W e havo re- 
ceived tho circulars of this volunteer bureau of 
Iho War Depirunent, and our uid is ask’d in ac 
cumplishing the object of its appeal. The Secre- 
tary of the Commission, Fred. L. (Jim u oil, sayf 
“It U known l hat tho reb.l array is largely tup 
plied with clothing, arms, saddles, and evon food 
and ammuoiliun by forced ar.d voluntary contri- 
butions fiom tho Uuludtd people of tho South. It 
is not riirht that the army of tho r.a'ira ■ h raid 
be required in the least to depend upon such ill 
assorted, uncertain, and hazardous supplies. Bu 1 
whenever it can b»» safely or. ouraged, aided, and 
strengthened at all, by volantary gif*s direct from 
tbe peoplo, it is fitting and light that such gifts 
should bo cheerfully aiul generously offered. It 
is h pod that the ro-pooso to this invitation will 
prove that tho heart of the peoplo is with tbo 
army in iu defence of our nationality. Thero is 
not a man, woman, or child who cannot do some 
thing to testify of a loyal disposition. Thero are 
thousands who are cot lit to enter tbo field who 
cannot oft r pecuniary aid, who yot are influenced 
by a? patriotic an impulse a3 those who are in 
arms. A litils coucct of acli m and modera'o 
contributions from those who have a superfluity 
will effort! to such an opportunity of serving their 
country as truly and as effectually us if they sub- 
jected themselves to tho hardships acd pi i various 
and dangers of the campaign. Zari aud l kill and 
succoos in this field of duty as truly to?rify of 
patriotism as ardor and sagacity *ad victory on 
the field of battle. It is not to he concealed that 
tho ocCUsion is one demanding ihe most earnest 
exertion of every pit riot. Every ounce that can 
be added to the weight of tbe national fctces, 
morally or physical ly, is wanted.” 

The President of the United States and the 
vonerable Lieut. Gen. Scott unilo in saying that 
the Sanitary Committee is doing a work of great 
humanity and of direct practical value to the 
nation in this time of its trial; that it is entitled to 
tho graritudo and theconfidenco of tbe people, and 
they trust it will be generously ruppi rtoL There 
is no agency through which voluntary offerings 
of patriotism can be more effectually made. 
Qaarterti) aster General Meigs says the supply of 
Minkots in tbo country i3 exhausted, as men 
spring to arras faster than the mills cm manu- 
facture, acd large quantifies ordered from abroad 
have not yet arrived. While contributions are 
invited from the surplus stores of families, Quar- 
termasters will pay the full inarkot value to those 
who cannot afford to give. Such are tho urgen- 
cies uuder which the army is suffering, and a3 
the Sanitary Commission i* heartily co-operating 
with tho War Department in efforts for relief, 
we take great pleasure ia presenting its circular: 
TO THE LOYAL WOMEN OF AMERICA. 

Treasury Buildino,) 
Washington, Oct. 1, 1861. ) 

Country women: You are called upon to help 
take care of our sick and wounded soldiers ar.d 
railors. 

It is true that Government under* :«k* s their 
care, but all experience, in every other country 
as well as our own, shows that Government alone 
cannot completely provide for the humano treat- 
ment of 1 1 * 0:0 for whom the duty of provid.ng, as 
well as possible, is acknowledged. Even at this 
period of the war, and with a much smaller pro- 
portion of siqjc and wounded than is to ho ex- 
pected, thero is much Buffering, and dear lives 
are daily lo?t because Government cannot put the 
right thing in the right place at the right time. 
No other Government his ever provided as well 
for its soldiors so soon after tho breaking < ut of a 
war of this magnitude, and yot it remains true 
that there is much suffering, and that death un- 
necessarily cccttrs from tho imporfectness of tho 
Government arrangements. This is partly owii g 
to the ignorance, partly to tho indolence, ana 
partly to tho inhumanity and knavery of various 
agents of Government, as well as to the organic 
defects of tho system. But, with tho best agents 
and tbo best system possible, humanity to the 
sick must, to a certain extent, be sacrificed, under 
Government, to tho purposo of securing tho ut- 
most possible strength and tflicioncy to the rnili- 
tarv fores. 

Whatever aid Is to be given from without, mu?t 
still be administered systematically, and in per- 
fect subordination to iho general system of ad- 
minist ation of the Government. To hold its 
agents in any degree responsible for the dutios 
with which they are charged, Governniont must 
protect thorn from tli9 interference of irresponsi- 
ble porsous- 

1 1 epee. r.n inter mediate agency becomes neces- 
sary, which, without taking-any of thooluties of 
the regular agents of Gvernment out of their 
bands, can, nevertheless, offer to them means of 
administering to the wants of the sick and woun- 
ded much beyond what could bo obtained within 
the arbitrary limits of supply established by Gov- 
ernment, acd in strict accordance with the regu- 
lations nece:sary for maintaining a proper ac- 
countability to it. 

The Sanitary Commission, a volunteer and un- 
paid bureau of tho War Department of the Gov- 
ernment, constitutes such an agency. 

Under its present organization, every camp and 
military hospital, from the Atlantic to tho plaiD.*, 
is regularly anl frequently visited, its wants as- 
certained, anticipated as f ir as possible, and when- 
ever it • ; right, proper, and broadly morciful, 
supplied directly by the Commission to the ex- 
tent of its ability. For the iu \»nx of maintaining 
this organiz ition, aud of exorcising through it a 
direct influence upon the officers and men favora- 
bly to a prudent guard against, tho dangers of 
disease to which the;* are subject, which is its 
lirst and principal object, the Commission is 
wholly dependent upon voluntary contributions 
to its treasury. For tho means of administering 
to the needs of tho tick and wounded, ;he Com- 
mission relies upon gift offjrings of their own 
handiwork from the loyal women of tho land. It 
receives not ono dollar from the Government. 

A large proportion of tho gifts of the peoplo to 
the army hitherto have been wasted, or worse 
than wasted, because directed without knowl- 
edge or discrimination. It is only through the 
Commission that such gifts can reach tho array 
with a reasonable assuranca that they will be 
received whore they will do tho most good and 
the least harm. 

The S; nitary Commission has established i:9 
right to claim the confidence of the nation. The 
* Secretary of War and Major General McClellan 
have both roc **ntly acknow ledgod, in the warmest 
terra c . the advantages which have already re- 
sulted from its labors, and the discretion and skill 
with which they lmvo been directed. Its advice 
has been free y taken, and, in several important 
particulars, acted upon, favorably to the health 



of the army, by the Government. Tbtre Ins 
scarcely been a company of \oluntoera in tie 
field, with regard to whv h some rpetial defect, 
error, or negligence, endangering health, has nut 
been pointed out by i s agent®, and its removal ir 
abati inept i fl' cfed. There bus not been a single 
instarce in which its services cr advice, offered 
thr» ugh ull its various agencies, have been re- 
pulsed; not a single COmpLint has been received 
uf »td embarrassing any officer iu hid duty, ur uf 
its interfering with disciplUm in tho slightest de- 
gree. Its labors have, to this time, been chiefly 
directed to induce pn cautious against a certain 
cla~s of diseases which havo scourged almost 
every modern European army, which decimated 
our army iu Mexico, and which, at one time, ren- 
dfivd nearly half of ono of our armies in the war 
of 1812 unlit for service. It is a grout. d fur na- 
tional gratitude that our present armies have 
pissed through the most trying season of tho venr 
wonderfully escaping thi» danger. That there 
are grander e u>es for this than tho labors of 
tho CommiBifiou cannot be doubted, but that, 
am ng human agencies, a 1 iq;« share uf credit 
fur it should he given to those labors, it is neither 
arrogant uor unreasonable to assort. In this as- 
surance, what contribution that has hitherto boon 
made to the treasury or the store of the Com- 
mission is not received beck again tenfold in 
value? 

More than rixty thousand articles havo l»e«n 
received by the Commissi; n from their pitriotic 
countrywomen. It is not known that one sent 
to them baa failed to reach its destination, nor 
has one been recaivtd that cannot be accounted 
for. It is confidently believal that there has not 
bsen of la'e a single c.ise of serious iilness in tho 
a-my of tbe Potomac, nor wherever the organi- 
zatian of the Commission his been completely 
oxtend- d, in which suiuo of ihese articles have 
not administered to the relief uf suffering. 

'I lie experience of the Commission has *o well 
acquainted it with tho earnest desire of the wo- 
men of the North to be allowed to work in the 
national ciuse, that it is doomed unnecessary to 
do more than announce that thero is a real and 
immediate occasion for (heir tast exertion?, and 
tu indicate convenient arrangements for the end 
in view. 

It is, therefore, suggested that societies be at 
once formed in every neighborhood where they 
aro not already established, and that existing so- 
cieties of suitable organization, us Dorcas Soi ie- 
ties, Sewing Socioties, Reading Clubs, and Socia- 
bles, devote themselves, for a lime, to the sacred 
service of their country; that energetic and re- 
sponsible committees lie appointed to call fr m 
homo to bouse and store to store, to obtain con 
triburions in materials sui'ablo to be nude up. or 
money for tbe purchase of tuch material ; that 
collodions be made in churches and schools and 
facto: iea a ad shops, for Iho sumo purpose; that 
contribution boxes he placed in po^tuffices, new 
paper offices, railroad and telegraph offices, public 
houses, steamboats, and ferry boats, and in all other 
suitable places, labelled “For our rick and woum - 
od;" and that all loyal women meet at such con- 
venient times and pieces as may be agreed upon 
each neighborhood or soci tl circle, to work 
upon tho materials which shall be so procured. 

Every wouiau iu t he couutry can, at the least, 
knit u pair of woollen stocking.*, or, if not, tan 
purchase them. In each town let there he con- 
cert on this subject, taking care that three or 
lour sizes are provided. Fix upon a place for 
receiving aid a date when a package shill be 
trail mittrcl, and peril it as soon as possi- 
ble to the most convenient of the depots of the 
G'otnmi.ssiuo.

Every bottle, &c , containing 
j 11 y should be labelled Aromatic spirits anl 
waters; light easy chairs for convalescent. ; nice 
iy mado splints for wounded limb ; chequer ar.

will be useful.

Arrangements for free 
transportation sboaid b9 nib da, or freight p»id in 
advui.C3. ( I he oxpreas companies will gwieial 
ly convey goods for this purpose, at a reduction 
oo tho usual rate?.) Package* maybe directed 
and sent, us is most economical, from any p"in 
to any of the sdJroreca btlow. — (“For the U. 18, 
Sanitary Coin mission:’’)

Body Guard for Gen. Sherman. — A body 
guard is in course of formation in Pennsylvania 
for Gen. W. T. Sherman, commander of the De- 
partment of Kentucky. It was originally in- 
tended for Gen. Anderson, and the suggestion, 
coupled with an urgent request to raise it, came 
from that officer to Mr. Palmer, Secretary of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company; but as Gen. 
Anderson’s failing health was not sufficient to en- 
able him to discharge the rigorous duties of tho 
Kentucky service, and caueod his resignation, the 
guard will be assigned to bis successor, Gen. 
Sherman. This corps is being tilled by a stated 
number from every county in Pennsylvania, who 
are selectod for their education and respectability. 
The company rendezvous at Carlisle Barracks. 
They will be drilled first in the movements of foot 
soldiers, and in the use of the sabre and pistol, 
and when prepared to move will be sent to this 
State, where horses will be procured them. 

Latest Intel ligence from Gkkensburg. 
We converged yesterday evening with a gentle- 
man direct from the advance of Cols. Harlan and 
Andarson, who informed us that Geu. Ward was 
falling back from Grtenshurg, in Groen county, 
to Campbellsville on Saturday.

Suffering in the Mountains. -The Lexing- 
ton Observer 6ays that forty-one persons, most of 
them women and children, arrived in that cihf 
on Thursday last from their homes in Knox and 
Laurel counties. They were living from the per- 
secutions and annoyances of Zollicoffer ’s maraud- 
ers. One of tbo persons constituting this little 
band of refugees (Mr. Vannoy) is a minister In 
the Christian Church, and ho gave a most heart- 
rending account of the dreadful state of things 
io the mountains, caused by tbe reckless and 
unprincipled followers of the rebel Zollicoffer. 
Ho was an eye-witness of many of their atrr- 
cious acts of vandalism, having been present ut 
London, Laurel county, when the rebel forces 
entered and took possession of that place, and for 
several hours was detained by them a prisoner. 
Ho states that they took from tho stores, groce- 
ries, and private dwellings everything they de- 
sired, but seemod to be more particularly solicit- 
ous for clothing, shoes, blankets, and provisions. 
They also took possession of and drove off all the 
live stock upon the farms in that country, and 
many persons had been robbed of all the horses, 
cattle, sheep, and hogs that they possessed. They 
even went further, and, in the spirit of mere 
wantonness aril brutality, they destroyed what 
they did not want, even to tbo clothing of the 
women and children. 

Mr. Vannoy, who, by the way, is a plain, un- 
educated, but evidently an honest, pious man, 
informs us that nearly all the young and able- 
bodied men of that section of the State had, pre- 
vious to tbe invasion of the State by Zollicoffer, 
enlisted in the military companies assembled at 
Camp Dick Robinson, and the remainder have 
since gone to Col. Garrard’s camp, which is be- 
yond Rickcastle river, and about 11 miles this 
side of London. The old men and the women and 
children, who were left behind, he represent* to 
be in such a state of alarm and apprehension 
that they have left their homes and sought hiding 
places in the mountains, having removed from 
thoir dwellings their household effects and se- 
creted them iu the least accessible places in order 
to keep them from the robbers. The sufferings 
aud privations of these people can fiercely be 
conceived of, and, as depicted by this bumble 
but patriotic Christian, are truly heart rending. 

He say* there ure but three of the male inhab- 
itants left in Barboursville, and they are permit- 
ted to remain there in security simply because 
they are secessionists. The Union men have all 
been compelled to fly. He was at Col. Garrard’s 
camp last weok, ami ho states that it is daily in- 
creasing in numbers, by men from the surround- 
ing counties, but their efficiency as soldiers is ren- 
dered unavailable by reason of the inability of 
Col. Garrard to supply them with arms. 

It is needless for us to say that these people 
who have thus been driven from their homos by 
the vandal hordes from Tennessee, were properly 
carod for by our citizens who contributed liberally 
to their comforts while here, and to enable them 
to reach their place of destination in Grant 
county, where some of them have relatives. So 
sooa as Mr. Vannoy finds a place of refuge for 
tho helpless persona in his chargo, he intends 
to return and unite with the men of tho moun- 
tains in expelling the invaders from their soiK 
From the best information he ccu!d obtain, he 
estimates Zollicoffer’s forces at about oight thous- 
and.

It is presumed that some one of the thieves shot 
him while on guard.

As this is a time whon active 
members of all military bodies are more neces- 
sary than mere numerical strength, it is hoped 
that all those members of the “I. N. G.’s” who 
can or will not attend the regular drills of the 
company, will return the guns, &c., to the ar- 
mory at once, so that they may be placed in tho 
hinds of men who will use them. 

CiTTbe following important circular has been 
addressed to Governors of all the States on the 
seabord and laker: 

Department of State, > 
Washington, Oct. 14, 1861.) 

To His Excellency , (he Goocmor of the State of 

Sir: The present insurrection had not even 
revealed itself in arms when disloyal citizens has- 
tened to foreign countries to awake their inter- 
vention for tbe overthrow of the Government and 
the destruction of the Federal Union. These 
agents are known to have made their appeals to 
some of Ilia more important States without suc- 
cess. It is not likely, however, that they will 
remain content with such refusals. Indeed, it is 
understood that they are industriously endavor- 
ing to accomplish their disloyal purposes by de- 
grees and by indirection. Taking advantage 
of the embarrassments of agriculture and manu- 
facture and commerce in foreign countries, 
resulting from the insurrection they have 
inaugurated at home, they’ seek to in- 
volve our common country in controversies 
with States, with which every public interest 
and every interest of mankind require that it 
shall remain in relations of peace, amity, and 
friendship. I am able to state, for vour satisfac- 
tion, that the prospect for any such disturbance 
is now less serious than it has been at any pre- 
vious period durmg the course of the insurrection. 

It is, nevertheless, necessary now, as it has hith- 
erto been, to take every precaution that is pos- 
sible to avoid the evils of foreign war. to be su- 
perinduced upon those of civil commotion, which 
we are endeavoring to cure. 

One of the most obvious of such procautions is 
that our ports and harbors on the seas and lakes 
should be put in a condition of complete defence, 
for any nation may be said to voluntarily incur 
dangGr in tempestuous seasons when it fails to 
show that, it, has sheltered itself on every side 
from which the storm might possibly come. 

The measures which the Executive can adopt 
in this emergency are such only as Congress has 
sanctioned, and for which it has provided. 

The President is putting forth the most dili- 
gent efforts to execute these measures, and we 
have tbe great satisfaction of seeing that these 
efforts, seconded by the favor, aid, ar.d support of 
a loyal, patriotic, and self-sacrificing people, are 
rapidly bringing the military and naval forces of 
the United States into the highest state of effi- 
ciency. But Congress was chiefly absorbed dur- 
ing it s recent extra session with these inoasuros 
and did not provide as amply as could be wished 
for the fortification of the soa and lake coasts. In 
previous wars the loyal States have applied them- 
selves by independent and separate activity to 
the support ard aid of tho Federal Government 
iu its arduous responsibilities. The f-a in e dispo- 
sition his been manifested in a degree eminently 
honorable by all the loyal States during the pres- 
ent. insurrection. 

In view of this fact, and rolving upon the in- 
crease and continuance of the same disposition 
on tho part of the loyal States, the President 
has directed mo to invite your corsiduration to 
the subject of the improvement and perfection of 
the defences of the State over which you preside, 
and to ask you to submit tho subject to the con- 
sideration of tho Legi liture when it shall have 
assembled. Such proceedings by the State 
would require only a temporary use of its 
means. The expenditures ought to be 
made tho subject of conferonco with the 
Federal Government. Being thus made with 
the concurrence of tho Government foi general 
defence, there is every' reason to believe that 
Congress would sanction what the State should 
do, and provide for its reimbursement. Should 
these suggestions bo accepted, the President will 
direct the proper agents of the Federal Govern- 
ment to confer with you, and to superintend, di- 
rect, and conduct the prosecution of the system 
of defence of your State.

The following plan for organizing troops in Ken- 
tucky fir service for “three years, or during 
tbe war,*’ has been agreed on between the State 
Military Board and the Commanding General: 

The Military Board will appoint, at the various 
places whore volunteers are offering, Mustering 
Officers, who will muster io and receive volun- 
teers as they are presented. 

The Board will also supply to its agents funds 
for paying the expenses incurred, and for the 
supply of such articles of clothing and camp 
equipage as are necessary before uniforms are is- 
sued. 

As soon as ten companies of a regiment aro 
complete, they will be mustered into the service 
of the United States, and supplied with arms, 
accoutrements, uniforms, and transportation to the 
place of service by the regular Quartermaster of 
the United States. 

Also at points convenient to the Subsistence De- 
partments, provisions will be issued to tbe com- 
panies during the process of formation. 

Where persoos have been authorized to raise 
regiments and may succeed in doing so. they 
will be commissioned as Colonels, but if this oc-: 
casions delays the Captains of companies may 
form themselves into regiments of ten companies, 
assemble at a rendezvous, and submit their choice 
of Colonel, Lieutenant Colonel, and Major for 
commissions. 

If they do not voluntarily form such organiza- 
tion, the commanding General will order them as 
independant c ompanies to join together at convo- 
vient points, and there form them into regiments 
and battalions, appointing tho necessary field offi- 
cers. 

Ratified by the Military Board in session at 
Frankfort, October 12, 1861, and signed this 12th 
day of October, 186 1.

The public service demand $ that the gallant 
ineu who have tendered their services to their 
State and Government, and aro now in camp, 
shall bo put into active cervice in th> field at the 
earliest day possible. 

lt is row, therefore, ordered, by the direction 
of the Military Board, that all companies, parts 
tf companies, independent or attached to anv reg- 
iment now forming within this Commonwealth, 
wot having the mai mum number of privates (in- 
fantry 64, cavalry 56) on tho 10th day of No- 
vember next, will be brought toiether and con- 
solidated into companies with a view to a prompt 
organization of the companies into regiments, 
according to the provisions of acts of the General 
Assembly of the State.

The following letter is clipped from the Fort 
Smith Times:

Sir: I herewith forward to your care despatch- 
es for Gen. McCullough, C. 8*. A., w hich 1 have 
the honor to request you will cause to be forward- 
ed to him by the earliest express. 

“At a inass meeting of about 1,000 Cberckee*, 
at 'lablqua, on the 21st inst., the Uherokees, with 
marked unanimity, declared their allegiance to 
tho Confederate .Stales, and have givou their 
authorities power to negotialo an alliance with 
them. In view of this action, a regiment of 
mounted men will be immediately raised and 
placed under command of Col. John Drew, to 
meet any emergency that may arise. Having 
espoused tbe cause of the Confederate States, we 
hope to render efficient sorvice in the protracted 
war which now threatens tho country, and to bo 
treated with a liberality and confidence becoming 
tbo Confederate States.

I Herald'* Despatch.] 

Washington, Oct. 19. 

The abandonment of Leesburg by the rebel 
forces is ••.m tinned to-day. They are said to 
have proceeded toward the Manassas Knilroad. 
It is presumed they went to Manassas to join the 
main body of their army there, but the fact is not 
definitely ascertained, and the opinion is enter- 
tained in some quarters that they have gone to- 
ward Harper’s Ferry by way of Strasburg and 
Winchester. Tho latter, however, is hardly 
P w bsble. For some days the rebel armv has oc- 
cupied tho segment of a circle several milos in 
extent, ronching from Leesburg to tbe mouth of 
Occcquan Cie k. Tbe movement recently made 
by withdrawing from Leesburg. Fairfax ‘Court- 
house, and Avondale was unquestionably intend- 
ed to reduce the front wbicti now extends only 
from the Potomac river at tho mouth of Occ* qut*n 
on that creek, and along Bull Kun to Manassas 
Junction, with Centreville and Fairfax Court- 
house occupied as outposts. A very large body 
of those forces is known to have b*en thrown to- 
ward the Potomac in the neighborhood of Ship 
ping Point. Tbe movement is purely defo give, 
to meet tbe supposed intended advance of our 
army of the Potomac in that direction so as to 
cut off tho communication of the rebel army at 
Manassas with Richmond. 

Gon. Stahel, of the New York Eighth, with a 
small force made a reconnoi sance first to Avon- 
dale which leads to Fairfax Court-house. The 
village was not deserted as others had been. 
The inhabitants said several rebel agents left there 
only yesterday morr lag. Gen Stst el then com- 
menced advancing on Fairfax Court-house. After 
procreling a mile, he discovered five mounted r.bel 
pickets watching our movements. Our force ar- 
rived at a hill called Coyle's, near the Court-house. 
Our men were very much disappointed when they 
learned that they would not be permitted to go on 
to the Court- house. Some of them actually shed 
tears. The object of the recon noissance was sim- 
ply to ascertain the p< sit ion of the enemy, and 
not to seek an engagement Having satisfied bin - 
self that nearly all Ihe rebel) had disappeared 
be\ond Fairfax Court-house, General St thel re- 
turned late in the afternoon. 

The withdrawal of the enemy from his ad- 
vanced position in front of tho main lines is fully 
cot firmed by Prof. I.a Mountain, who made a 
balloon ascension this afternoon. He ascended 
from a point shout fix miles west of Alexandria. 
The wind carried him five or six miles over the 
enemy’s camp, arouud Fairfax. At Manassas 
there were no rebel forces, except here and there 
a man, this side of Fairfax C. II. At tbe Court 
House there were only n few companies, and tho 
appearaccs of tho prisoners demonstrated that 
the position had been recently almost entirely 
evacuated. At Fairfax station there appeared to 
bo a larger force. 

St. Louis, Oct. 19. 

A salute of 13 minute guns was fired at the 
arsenal, a’ noon to-day, in respect for Commis- 
sary General Gibson. 

St. Louis, Oct. 18. 

The robeh who burned tho Big River bridge 
the other diy were marauding bands from St. 
Genevieve and St. Francis countios, numbering 
about 600 men. Jeff’. Thompson has not been in 
that region for some week?. Capt. Lippincott, 
with fifty men of the 38th Illinois, met this force 
two miles below Big River and cut his way 
through them, inflicting a loss of seven killed and 
a considerable number wounded. Neven of bis 
men were taken prisoners and several wounded, 
but none were killed in the engagement bolow 
Ironton on tho 17th. 

The rebel loss is known to bo 36 killed and 
wounded, and it is behoved to be larger, as quite 
a number were carried off the field. The Federal 
loss was two wounded, one mortally. Tho reuel 
force was about 2,000, and was believed to be tho 
advance guard of a much larger body some dis- 
tance below. Officers at Pilot Kuob say there 
wore Louisiana. Tennessee, and Arkan as regi- 
ments among thorn. Citizens wore llooing from 
tbo vicinity yesterday and the troops were under 
arms, expecting an attuck. 

The State Convention adjmrnod yesterday 
subject to a call from the Governor, ’ until the 
meeting of tho Legislature to bo elected in 1862. 

Washington, October 19. 

Ix>rd Lyons, several days ago, addressed a let- 
ter to Mr. Seward, Secretary of State, in which 
he says: 

“Her Majesty's Government were much con- 
cerned to find i hat two British subjects, Messrs. 
Patrick and R thine, bad been subjected to arbi- 
trary arrest, and, although thoy bad beon re- 
leased, it could not regard tbe matter as one re- 
quiring vory serious consideration.” 

Lord Lyons, under instructions, therefore felt 
bound to remonstrate against such irregular pro- 
ceedings, as designated therein and to say that the 
authority of Congress ia necessary in order to 
justify the arbitrary arrest and imprisonment of 
British subjects. 

Secretary Seward, in the course of his reply, 
after detailing the facts in regard to tbe two 
prisoners named in the note of Lord Lyons, says 
the proceeding of which the British Government 
complains, was taken upon information conveyed 
to the President by the legal police authorities t f 
the country, and they were not instituted until 
after he had suspended the great writ of freedom 
to just the ex' ent that in view of the perils 
of the State, he deemed necessary for the exer- 
cise of that discretion, he, as well as his chi* f ad- 
visers, among whom are the Secretary of War 
and Secretary State, is responsible by law before 
the highest tribunal of the Republic, and amena- 
ble also to the judgment of his countiy and the 
enlightened portion of the civilized wond. 

In conclusion, Mr. Seward says: The safety of 
the whole people has becomo in the present exi- 
gency the supremo law, and, so long as the dan- 
ger shall exist, all classes of society, equally the 
denizen and the citizen, must cheerfully acquiesce 
in the enjoyment which that law proscribes. 

This Government does not question the learn- 
ing of tho legal advisers of the British crown or 
the justice of the deference which her Majesty 
pays to them. Nevertheless, the British Govern- 
ment will hardly expect that the President will 
accept the explanation of the Constitution of the 
United States, especially whon tho Constitution, 
thus expounded, would leave upon him tho sole 
executive responsibility of suppressing the ex- 
isting insurrection, while it would transfer to 
Congress the most material and induponsable 
power, to be employed for that puipose. 

Moreover, these explanations lina no reasonable 
support in tho letter, much less iu the spirit of 
the Constitution. He must be allowed therefore 
to prefer to be governed by the organic national 
law, which, while it will enable him to exercise 
his great trust with cnmpleto success, requires 
the sanction of the highest authorities of our 
great country, and is sustained by the people for 
whom, alone, that Constitution was established.

Surprise is exprossed here at tha misconstruc- 
tion attempted to be put upon Secretary Seward's 
circular by alarmists. The circular shows that 
our relations abroad are in good condition, and 
that the Government means to keep them 60. 
The Administration has taken measures to put 
them right within, and now turns its attention to 
putting them right without, lt asks the co-oper- 
ation of the loyal States in the latter as in the 
former. 

The Secretary of Slate, accompanied by Ihe 
Ministers from England, France, and Spain, had a 
pleasant excursion over tho river yesteiday, vis- 
iting the camps and fortifications. They after- 
wards attended the review at Arlington Uights, 
passed by Munson’s Hill, and returned at a late 
hour by way of the J>ong Bridge.

Some excitement has been created in diplomatic 
circles hore by tho publication of the co;re-pond- 
ence between Lord Lyons and Secretary Seward 
in relation to the arrest of British subjects. Sev- 
eral new arro9ts have been made jn Baltimore. 

[Special to the N. Y. Cominsrcial.] 

Tho gun-boat Norin wont down tho river late 
last night w ith a paymaster on board, destined, I 
believo, for Fortress Monroe. This morning, to 
the mortification of the friends of the Union, she 
roturned here, reporting that she fouod it impos- 
aible to get past tho formidable batteries which 
the rebels have opened. 

A reconnoissanco wont yesterday towards tho 
Occcquau and has returned, taking tbe tele- 
graph road as far os Actinck creek. 

Parties were sent to Actinck and Pafunk 
and on a road leading up the Actinck. This lat- 
ter party met tho rebel pickets, who immediately 
fell back and gave tbo alarm. Tho long roll wa3 
beaten at the camp across the croek. 

From information received, there are no rebels 
between the telegraph road ami the river, this 
side of Occoquan, and but a few at tbe latter 
place. The only advices received from the Up- 
per Potomac, at headquarters, is a very brief des- 
patch sent last night, saying that the rebels wore 
leaving Boliver, which is near Harper’s Ferry. 

Throe tug-boats went down the river last 
night to give asrislar.ee to any vessels coming up. 
but in consequence of the bright moonlight, aud 
afterwards a thick fog. they were ordered not to 
attempt to pass thu battery. It is thought no 
ves els pished the batteries up or down. Last 
night tiring was be ii l lr >m the batteries about 
midnight, but the c»u*e is unknown. There are 



indications that tbe rebels are erecting permanent 

batteries at Cockpit Point and Fre^stono Point. 
Considerable bodbsof men were hard at work at 
at thosq points yesterday. Twenty-six vessels 
aro known to have run tho blockade night before 
last. It is believed that vessels drawing not 
more than eight feet can bug the Maryland shore 
suffic'eotly to escape harm from the batteries. 

1 he only steamers now at tbe Navy Yard are 
tho Cowan, Hetrel. Anacosta, andCoeurde Lion. 

The Resolute arrived up. She reports the loss 
of a schooner loaded with hay off Occoquan Creek 
by the slipping of the cable as the Resolute was 
towing her. The rebels have stretched a chain 
across the river, but the Resolute being of light 
draught passed over it. 

Gen. McCall, with a forco of infantry, cavalry, 
and artillery, left Prospect Hill this morning to 
reconnoiter. They reached Drains vi He, ten miles 
from Prospect Ilill, without opposition. Draina- 
ville is within fifteen miles of Leesburg. 

St. Louis, Oct. 19, 

I’rel Wright, member of the State Convention, 
Samuel B. Churchill, member of the Legislature, 
and John T. Chappell, all notorious secessionists, 
were arrested to-day by order of the Provost Mar- 
sha). 

It ij now believed that the large number of 
inen reported to have deserted from Prico s army, 
including some five or moro thouslnds said to 
have been disoandod after tte fall of Lexington, 
are still in the serv.co of rebellion and will form 
in bands, in various parts of the State, for bridge 
burning and general marauding purposes. 

The statement iu the Cincinnati Gazette yes- 
terday, to tho effect that Secretary Cameron, in 
bis recent visit to this Department, brought an 
order from the President, instructing Gen. Fre- 
mont to transfer the command of the Western 
Department to General Hunter, aud that the ex- 
ecution of the order was delayed at the request of 
General Fremont, is pronounced untrue. If Cam- 
eron had such an order, it was not presented, and 
tho interview between Fremont and Cameron was 
satisfactory. 

Toronto, Oct. 19. 

Both Leader and Globe, newspapers of to-day, 
devote each a lengthy article to Seward’s circular. 
The Leader says if preparations of this nature 
are to be carried on on the south shore, British 
power on the north is bound not to lay behind. 
It cannot be an idle spectator of works avowedly 
intended to be a menace against its dominions 
The Globe says the Federal Government is ex- 
ercising more discretion, which we, of tbe British 
Umpire, considering cur antecedents, should be 
the last to impugn. 

Uarrisuuro, Pa., Oct. 19. 
Governor Curtin authorizes tbe announcement 
that Pennsylvania has already a sufficient number 
of regiments to meet all the requisitions made by 
the national government, and that they are being 
filled as rapidly as could be desired. The Gov- 
ernor has no power to accept proffera of new regi- 
monts at the present time. 

Boston, Oct. 19. 

The Board of Trade and the Committee of 
A880ciat«d Banks protested to Government against 
the purchase of army clothing iD England. 

Quartermaster Thomas left in the Niagara with 
letters of credit. It is said that the Government 
has countermanded the order by telegraph to 
Halifax. 

Fortress Monroe, Oct. 18. 

No news from the South today. Geo. Wool 
has issued an order gi\ ing every male contraband 
employment in the department, at eight dollars 
per month, and every female at four dollars per 
month. 

Montreal, Oct 19. 

Col. Rankin has boon dismissed from the mili- 
tia and Lieut. Col. Clark from the cavalry ser- 
vice, by Government being charged with enlist- 
ing men for the Federal service. 

Great Falls, N. II , Oct 19. 

Tbe flannel factory of John W. Townsend at 
Milton Mills, N. H., was burned this morning. 
Loss $30,000; partially insured. The mill was 
running under Government contract. 

Baltimore, Oct. 19. 

The venerable T. Wildey, the founder of Odd 
Fellowship, died suddenly this morning. 

SUNDAY NIGHT'S DDSPACTHBS

Washington, Oct. 29. 

Official intelligence from a gentleman ju?t from 
the South says our tquadron below New Orleans 
hud an engagement with the rebel pquadron un- 
der Hollins. Two of our vessels got aground and 
ruffe red considefably, but none wore captured and 
but few lives lost. 

Ye terday Ileintzelinan mado a rocounoissance 
in force towards Occcquan river. The long roll 
was distinctly heard in the rebel camps across 
Actinck Creek. 

It appears there is no rebel forco between the 
telegraph road and the river above Occcquan, and 
that there are no rtbels for a considerable distance 
beyond Vienna. 

A contraband reports a rebel regiment at Lees- 
burg ready to retreat on Manassas if attacked. 

Full accounts of the firing on tho Resolute are 
received. They state she was delayed three 
quarters of an hour by a chain stretched across 
the river, during which time one hundred and fifty 
shots wore fired at her. The schooner Fairfax be- 
ing nearest the battery received at least fifty 
shots, when the rope connecting her to the Reso- 
lute parted and sho drifted nwir shore and was 
captured. No one hurt on board the Resolute. 

The tiring continued from live rebel batteries 
at a distance of two miles, but they have fif e-m 
miles of batteries nearly continuous.

DETAILS OF THE ATTACK. ON SANTA ROSA 
ISLAND. 

[By the Southern Line.] 

Mobile, Oct. 10. 

The special correspondent of the Mobile Adver- 
tiser, writing last evening (Wednesday) at P*n- 
sicola, sends the following details of the night 
attack of our forces on Santa Rosa Island: 

There were 1,100 men in the expedition under 
Brig. Gen. Haggles. They crossed oyer to the 
island at 2 o’clock on the morning of w p «"5 £ll *- v * 
At 20 minutes jeML 4. the first gun was 
in 46 minutes all that was laft of the juau^u. 
c»mps. the extensive commissary burldiuga that 
had been erected there, was but one mass of 
smouldering ruins. The hospital ® r 
only building now standing upon the Bland of 

Sil \V fl JoovT (New York Zouavee) camp was the 
first one reached. The sentinels, completely sur- 

nrisc.d were either killed or captured and the 
wbo’e’rec iment, with iH chief, found wfetyonly 

in a rapid flight bevond tho eastern walls of Kurt 
Pickens. Tho scenes which occurred when this 
camp was invaded are described as being ludicrous 
beyond description or belief. 

Tho pallint Colonel took, to bis heels, with 
nothing but a brief skirt ed nether garment to 
cover hi* nakednes*, and the race between bim 
and hi* valiant braves presented a struggle for 
precedonco more closely contested th *n any ever 
witnessed over tho race course. Bull's Run was 
a* nothing in comparison with it. 

Our men pursued the fugitives with determina- 
tion, pausing now and then to fire a building or 
encampment or to drive a rat ‘ail file into the 
touch holes of the huge cannon that, met them 
at almost overy step. They advanced to within 
a mile of Pickens. Not a gun from the rainparla 
was fired to check the advancing column; whilo 
the nearest sentinels, including those on tiio very 
mound that goes down to the heavy swinging 
gates of the fortress, were sent tj thoir loog 
account. 

The expedition having succeeded beyond tbe 
hopos of the most sanguine, our forces turned 
eastward. On their return, c rose after corpse of 
the enemy met their view, while many were bad 
ly wounded. 

Not a gun all this time had been fired from the 
fleet whoso presence and whoss meuaco3 have so 
long insulted us. 

Our troops were on tho Island from 2 until 6 
in the morning. The boats engaged in tho ex- 
pedition were towed back by the steamers Eiviog. 
Time, and Neafie. 

Of the Confederates a dezen or more were 
killed, and twenty-nine were wounded. The lat- 
ter are new in the hospital at Pensacola. 

Among the killed are Capt. Bradford, of Flori- 
da, and Lieut. Nelms, of Georgia. The latter, 
an Adjutant of one of the Georgia regiments, 
died just as the boat on its return reached the 
wharf. A braver or more cliivalric gentleman 
and soldier never breathed. Lieut. Sivre, a vol- 
unteer aid to Gen. AndorsoD, was shot through 
the hip. 

Some of our exhausted men were probably over- 
looked and left on the island. Major Vogdes, 
U. 8. A., and some thirty other Federate aro pris- 
oners in our hands. 

Lieut. Slaughter, of the Mobile Continentals, 
v.’bo wa* taken prisoner while bearing a white 
flag to Fort Pickens, has been released. 

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal : 

Mount Vernon, Ky., Oct. 16, 1861. 

Gentlemen: 1 soe it stated in your paper once 
or twice of tbe retreat of the rebel* in tho moun- 
tains to and beyond tho Gap. TLis is a mistake, 
for they are all between London ard Cumberland 
Ford, destroying everything before them, and 
they eay that ‘they do not intend to leave any- 
thing at all. They will have to bo driven buck 
or they will not go, and it will have to be done 
very toon or a great many of tho mountain people 
will starve to death this winter. They aro ex- 
pec' od to attack Col. Garrard every day and 
night and thon on to thi3 place. They wi I 
soon get to the blue- grass country if there is not 
a force to meet them and stop their progress. 
Col. Garrard is twelve miles from here, between 
us und tbo rebels, with only about 900 inen. 
They need help very much indeed, and certainly 
ought to have it, for they are in preat danger.

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The Foreign Alliance Against Mexico. 
Tbe Paris Patrio of 28th ultimo states that by 
the last conrier despatched bv tho Spanish gov- 
ernment to Cuba, Serrano, tho Captain General 
of that island, will receive an order to suspend 
the departure of the Cuban expedition to Mexico. 
It is asserted that Spain will not act alone in ao 
intervention, and that she has agreed to como to 
an unoerstanding as to a common plan of action 
with Franco and Englind. But it is believed at 
Madrid that no agreement between the throe 
power* interested can be ready for signature for 
several days. 

[Paris Correspondent of the London Times, Sept 3*?.] 
By adatpitch from Brest, dated the 27 tb, it i* 
stated that the frigate Aslree is to be immediately 
armed and prepared fereea. Sho is to reinforce 
the French naval division on the coast of Mexico. 

[From the Loudou Time.-*, Sept. SvJ.J 
Tbe Spanish ecrew frigates Lealtad and Con- 
ception, the latter at present tho flagship of Ad- 
miral Piozon, at Alicanto, aro shortly to leave 
for Havana to reinforco tho Spanhh squadron 
there. 

It is stated in a letter from Idelfonso that the 
Sp anish squadron about to proceed to Mexico 
will consist of six screw frigates, two steamers 
of 500 horse power, besides transports and smaller 
vessels. A staff < llicer has boon sent with di* 
patches for tlys Governor General of Cuba on the 
subject of tho expedition, nnd hid embarked at 
Cau z, in tho war steamer Loon. 1,500 men des- 
tined for Cuba aro to be roady at tbeir respective 
depots by tho 15th of October next, and the cfli 
cers who aro to go with them have already been 
appointed. 

[From the London Timer, Oct. 1 1 
Tho Stromboli and the Chanticleer are both 
hourly expected to be commissioned at Ports 
mouth, to re-onforci the West India equadron, 
with reference, most probably, to expected opera- 
tions on the coast of Mexico. Both vessels are 
masted, and aro being rigged and stored with the 
greatest possible despatch.

Three or the Frigates on the North 
Carolina Coast . — Another Yankee Race — In- 
formation has been obtained. through despatches 
received yesterday by the Government, of tho re- 
pulse of a detachment of tbe Federal* on tho 
Cbick&couiico bank, in the neighborhood of Ilat- 
toras. It appears that it was ascertained that 
the stores captured on the Federal steamer Fanny 
wore intended for a detachment of their forces 
stationed on tho narrow strip of lard on the 
sounds, and that an expedition, consisting of iho 
3d Georgia regment, commanded by 0*1. Wright, 
was sent out to attack the enemy. On the ap- 
proach of our forces, who affected a landing on 
ino 5th instant, the enemy brt.ke and flod in the 
wildest confusion. They were driven back somo 
twen’y miles in tho country in a panic-stricken 
and disordered flight. We captured all their tents, 
storw*, and munitions of every description, taking 
1,000 arms. We killed four or five of the enemy 
and took forty prisoners. Our lo^s ia said to have 
been only one man killed.

— On Saturday last, 
about half a dezen volunteers, with arms, visited 
Savior county and, on Sunday morning, without 
any authority whatever, arrested five Union men, 
taking them one at a time and tying them fast, 
drove thorn on foot within six mile3 of this city, 
where they were ovtaken by some thirty- five 
armed Union men, and released. The men ar- 
rosted were Mr. Keener, two Thomases, Wm. 
Johnson, and a Mr. Pitncr. One of them was 
taken out of bed from a sick child, and another 
was lame, with a sore foot. When overtaken, 
they, the troop*, ware compelled to kneel in the 
mud in the road, and beg, and mado to cry out 
whatever was dictated.

Release ok Prisoners. — Wo fearn that a 
special army order has been issued directing tbe 
release of fifty-seven prisoners, including n r.ions 
of those now in Washington and New lork. on 
condi ion ’hat they shall first take either the oath 
of al egiance t) the United States, or an oath not 
again to take up arms against the United States, 
as they may elect. 

These prisoners are released in reciprocation of 
the recent act of the Confederate authorities in 
setting at liberty fifty-seven of tbe Union prison- 
ers who were con fined at Richmond, and who were 
sent from Norfolk to Fortress Monroe under a flag 
of truce. The prisoners proposed to be released 
by our Government are to bo restored to the South 
in the Fame manner. — Washington Intelligencer. 

Passports . — Yesterday was tho first day for the 
execution of the Governor’s orders in regard to 
passports. Hereafter, persons wishing to leave 
the city, either by steamer or by railroad train, 
will be obliged to provide themselves with a pass- 
port, fer which application must be made at the

Persons residing on the line of the Jack- 
son Railroad, and whose business requires them 
to travel frequently, can obtain a monthly pass- 
port on application to Mr. T. S. William?, tho 
General Superintendent 

Military officers wtlf accompany each train, 
and all travellers detected without tbe requisite 
pass will bo arrested and brought back to the city.
